Thus, the matter of a weekly holiday for the drivers 
is not a legitimate purt of the dispute over milk delivers 
at all. The hours worked by the milkmen and when trey 
work them is the concern exclusively of the men, their 
unions and their employers 


In other words, the gee does not need to worry 
about the milkmen. The unions will pretect them s« 
far as hours of work are concerned and unions have 

é been pretty successful in affording such protection in 


the past.
